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Classification Decision: 


Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled computer printout also known as Printed picture numbered 12 is classified 
as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The printout mainly contains a full-colour photographic image. The image depicts a 
female's face in close-up, with what appears to be ejaculate around her mouth. The 
resultant display effect is somewhat degrading. The female is ambiguously aged, 
being youthful in general appearance. Features such as shaped eye brows and eye 
make-up contribute to a stronger interpretation of her as a young woman. Script above 
and below the image indicates the Internet location, time and date at which the file 
printout’s source was accessed. There are otherwise no references to encourage an 
interpretation of the female as a girl. The publication is intended for the sexual 
stimulation of adult, predominantly male, viewers. 

These factors mean that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the 
public good unless the publication is restricted to adults. Referring to New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990 issues, this limit on freedom of expression resulting from the 
classification is considered reasonable and demonstrably justified given the content 
and purpose of the printout. 
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
